Nashville, Tenn., Jan. 11.—In a 
special message to the legislator) 
this afternoon, Governor Patter­ 
son discussed in detail the sub 
jeot of State-wide prohibition. 
He declared that state-wride pro­ 
hibition is fundamentally and pro­ 
foundly wrong as a governmental 
policy and does not accomplish 
the result hoped for. 
He says it
